Chicago, Oct. 16.—The meeting of the 
Illinois Central stockholders, which was 
called at noon to-day. w it* finally ad¬ 
journed late in the afternoon until 9 
o'clock to-morrow morning.

Revs. E. G. Bert and W. Smith, of 
J/ouisville, the Rev. H. C. 0#tr«nn. of 
Athens, Go,, and the Rev. W. M. Com- 
mlngs. of Winchester. Great Interest 
Is being manifested In the matter of 
selecting a location for the proposed 
Woman’s College, to be established In 
Kentucky by the Southern Presbyterian 
Church. It is understood that a major¬ 
ity of the Loctfitlon Committee favor 
Bellewood Seminary nt Anchorage as 
a nucleus for the new college. 


Two Companies of State 
Troops Sent To Fontanet. 


Number of Dead Believed To 
Be Thirty-eight. 


“Hot Box” On Shafting Prob¬ 
able Cause of Disaster. 


THE CORONER INVESTIGATING. 


Fontanet, Ind., Oct 16.—Thirty-eight 
lives snuffed out, six hundred Injured, 
of which number fifty were seriously 
hurt, and a property loss of approxi¬ 
mately $750,000 Is the latest estimate 
of the destruction wrought by the ex¬ 
plosion of the DuPont powder mills 
yesterday morning. 

From a workman employed in the 
glazing mill It was learned to-day that 
a "hot box" which was caused by too 
much friction on the shafting, causing 
sparks to be transmitted to some loose 
powder, was in all probability the 
cause of the terrible catastrophe. The 
employe, whose name is William Sher- 
row and who is dangerously hurt as 
the result of the explosion, said: "The 
explosion of yesterday In which so 
many lives were lost w’as caused by 
loose boxing on the shaft The day 
before this terrible explosion happned 
we had to throw water on it when It 
became too hot This time It got too 
hot and sent off the sparks that 
caused the explosion." 

Another company of State militia 
arrived from Indianapolis this even¬ 
ing and immediately wont Into camp. 
The town is now under martial law, 
the two companies of State troops be¬ 
ing In full control. 

. • • 

Coroner Investigating. 


Coroner Leavitt, of Vigo county, 
spent the entire day Investigating the 
cause of the accident. The Coroner de¬ 
clares that It Is his opinion that not 
more than thirty men were at work 
at the time of the explosion occurred. 
He said, too, that In an explosion of 
the intensity of this one, K was prob¬ 
able that a number of persons might 
be blown to atoms and their bodies 
never recovered. The injured at this 
place and Terre Haute are getting 
along nicely and it is thought no more 
deaths will occur. 

The list of victims of the explosion 
has been revised by W. F. Williams, 
chief surgeon of the plant. The list 
gives a total of thirty-six dead. There 
are many fragments of bodies here ami 
some of the victims were burned-In the 
wreckage. The revised list here given 

Is the most accurate obtainable.

Manila, P. T., Oct. 16.—Secretary Taft 
formally opened the Philippine Assem¬ 
bly In the National Theater at 11:15 
o'clock this morning In the presence of 
a large crowd of people. 

In his opening address Mr. Taft reit¬ 
erated his former statements regarding 
the Independence of the Philippine peo- 
plpe were unchanged. He did not be¬ 
lieve that they would be fitted to gov¬ 
ern themselves 'for at least a genera¬ 
tion, but he added that the matter was 
entirely in the hands of Congress. 

The Secretary denied emphatically 
that the United States had any inten¬ 
tion of disposing of the islands, said he 
had absolute confidence In the Filipi¬ 
nos, denied that he was disappointed 
ait their Inability to legislate conser¬ 
vatively. and asserted his belief that 
they felt tneir responsibility and ac¬ 
knowledged the necessity of supporting 
the American Government. 

Mr. Taft refrained from making any 
suggestion regarding specific legislation 
on the part of the Philippine Assembly, 
but he recommended 'that attention be 
paid to tho civil service. 

At the close of his address Mr. Taft 
formally called the assembly to order. 
A short prayer was then read by ihc 
only native Catholic bishop In the Isl¬ 
and. The? assembly th-n took a recess 
until 6 o'clock this afternoon. 

Upon r» assembling at that bciir the 
first business was the selection of a 
pr< sldent, an-1 Sergio Osnv.nj, Nation¬ 
alist, who formerly *as Governor of the 
Island of Cebu, was chosen. All the 
assemblymen. Including Senor Gomez, 
whose election Is to be contested, w ere 
th»-n formally sworn in. The oath In¬ 
cluded acknowledgment of sovereignty 
und allegiance to the American Gov¬ 
ernment. The afternoon session lasted 
for three hours. The only business 
transacted was the selection of a sec¬ 
retary. The. delegates showed they had 
no understanding of pari.amentary law 
and procedure. Secretary Taft failed to 
satisfy some of the American residents 
of Manila regarding the policy of tho 
American Government. The gen ra! 
ImpresM n is that his speech wa- pla- 
catlve. As for the Filipinos, they ex¬ 
pressed no opinion of Mr. Taft's speech 
one way or the o ther.

HAGER’S VISIT 
BRINGS HOLIDAY 


Calhoun Lays Aside Business 
To Welcome Candidate. 


Crowd of 1,000 Citizens 
Hears Speeches. 


Stop At Livermore To Ad¬ 
dress School Children. 


MAKES TRIP IN LAUNCH. 


Calhoun, Ky., Oct. 16 — ;Specla’.]— 
Calhoun took an off day to-day. Ev¬ 
erybody laid aside business and devoiel 
the day to entertaining Calhoun's vis¬ 
itors and taking a more or less active 
hand in politics. It was a sort of gala 
day, the town being In Its best bib and 
tucker in honor of the Democratic can¬ 
didate for Governor. Hager badges 
were so common that It looked like the 
whole county must be Democratic. The 
Third Regiment banl, of Owensboro, 
made things lively and the main street 
of the town was crowded all day, ev¬ 
erybody being In a good humor and 
eagerly pushing to get a glimpse of 
Judge Hager. United States flag.* were 
flying from the buildings and a largo 
one was stretched across the street in 
front of tho courthouse with a picture 
of Judge Hager fastened to It. Even 
school children who were out in force 
had small flags and they were much 
excited over the events of the day. 
Judge Hager and purty were enter¬ 
tained here by J. W. Boston. 

The nominee and his party reached 
here about 10 o'clock on a gasoline 
launch from Livermore, coming down 
the Green river, one of the prettiest 
streams In the country, In Just an hour. 
The launch made its landing at the 
foot of the town with the band on deck 
playing a popular air, while on top of 
the hill was a large crowd to welcome 
the candidate. 

• • • 

Party Grows In Size. 


About forty men and women, beside 
the band, were in the party, which In¬ 
creased In size at every stop after leav¬ 
ing Owensboro this morning. When It 
started from Owensboro there wcie 
only the band. Judge Hager, Congress¬ 
man A. O. Stanley and several others. 
At Livermore the crowd had increased 
and by the time Uallioun was reached 
Judge Hager would have had a fair- 
sized audience to hear him even if none 
of the citizens of Calhoun had come 
to the meeting this afternoon. The 
band was a drawing card and It played 
Its best at every stop and always to a 
large and appreciative u*dlcnce. 

At Calhoun the crowd was so large 
that the courthouse would not hold half 
the people, and Judge Huger and Mr. 
Stanley spoke in the rear of the court¬ 
house to about 1.000 persons. The party 
left Owensboro on the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad and weiti to Liver¬ 
more, reaching there at 8:15 o clock. 

Judge Hager had been invited to 
make a talk to tho school children In 
the graded school here and, headed by 
the band, a procession was formed, 
which marched to the school building. 
This school is one of the best in the 
State and the people of Livermore are 
very proud of it. When A. E. Willson 
was there he talked to the school chil¬ 
dren and after he left said that when 
he saw that schoolhouso he was force¬ 
fully reminded of tho deplorable and 
miserable conditions of the public 
school system In Kentucky and Us 
great need for reform. When the school 
children had been gathered on the out¬ 
side of the building this morning Judge 
Hager was introduced and spoke brief¬ 
ly. He complimented the school, said 
he was surprised to find that Llvcr- 
moro had a graded school, and then 
said he could not understand how Will- 
son could say anything against the 
school. Judge Hager said It might not 
have as handsome ^ building or'as fine 
furnishings as Mr. Willson had been 
accustomed to, but it was a good, well- 
taught school. 

• ♦ • 

Stanley Also Speaks. 


Mr. Stanley was called for and spoke 
only a minute. Both he and Judge 
Hager said they were Interested In 
schools, and Judge Hager promised that 
he would do more than had be?n don® 
for the schools of the State if he was 
elected Governor. He said he wanted 
to Increase the school terms to nine 
months and also would like to see the 
per capita larger than It is now. even 
though It Is larger than at any time 
In the history of the State. 

William O. Bradley’s Inability to And 
anything the matter with the books of 
the Democratic officers at Frankfort 
was discussed by Judge Hager among 
other things In his speech here this 
afternoon. Ho said the Republicans 
had promised to reveal fraud and mis¬ 
management and they had failed to 
make any report, although they had 
told the pcoplo during the campaign 
i that a full report would be made. 

He said the reason for the failure to 
make a report was given by Mr. Brad¬ 
ley as due to a lack of funds with which 
to employ an expert accountant. 

"He says he did not have the money," 
said Judge Hager. "Perhaps he did not 


have enough to pay a Republican ac¬ 
countant. for he had only $153,000 In 
the treasury, and may be that was not 
enough for one of his henchmen. At 
any rate, one of the first things he did 
when he was Governor was to appoint 
one of theae henchmen State Inspector 
and Examiner at a salary of $3,500 a 
year. It was the duty of that examiner 
to look at the books and see If anything 
was wrong. 1*11 tell you, my friends, 
why he made no report, lie failed to 
find anything wrong, and he had noth¬ 
ing to report." 

After Judge Hager ^iad discussed the 
financial condition of the State under 
Democratic rule, Mr. Stanley spoke for 
a short time, raking Willson and Brad¬ 
ley. The crowd was an appreciative 
one, and applauded freely every point 
made by Judge Hager and Mr. Stanley. 
A* as the speaking was finished 

the parly returned to Livermore, and 
then to Owensboro, where they will 
spend the night. Judge Hager and Mr. 
Stanley go to Morganfleld to-morrow 
afternoon and Uniontown at night, and 
then have ^vo more appointments in 
this section before Judge Huger starts 
out alone In the extreme western end 
of the State.

GREAT EARTHQUAKE 
SHOCK RECORDED 


CABLE LINES, HOWEVER, HEAR 
OF NO DISTURBANCE. 


TREMOR PROBABLY CAME FROM 
UNDER THE OCEAN. 


LASTED FOR SIX MINUTES. 


Washington, Oct. 16—An earthquake 
of great violence was recorded by the 
seismograph at the Weather Bureau to¬ 
day. Tho strongest motion of tho dis¬ 
turbance began shortly after 9 o'clock 
this morning and subsided about six 
minutes later, the approximate time as 
first shown by the Government Instru¬ 
ments being from 9:14 to 9:20. 

The Weather Bureau issued the fol¬ 
lowing bulletin: 

"Just after the sheets of tho seismo¬ 
graph wore changed this morning a 
great earthquake was recorded, the 
record of which has not as yet been 
entirely completed. The precise begin¬ 
ning of the disturbance cannot be made 
out as yet. but It was noticed, before 
the strong motion began, that an earth¬ 
quake was occurring and the record was 
adjusted to the middle portion bf the 


sheet. 




Even with this precaution, however, 
the motion of the Instrument was so 
great as to carry the recording lever 
far beyond the margin of the sheet 
so that this disturbance was evidently 
of considerable violence. The strong 
part of the motion began at 9:14 o'clock 
a. m., but Its duration" was relatively 
short and subsided at about 9:20 o'clock 
a. m„ 75th Meridian time. 

^’Tlie amplitude of the strong action 
was apparently as great as four-tenths 
of an Jnoh at Washington. Full details 
of the record cannot be made out until 
the instruments have ceased recording 
and the reconj sheets can be removed 
for examination and measurement. The 
foregoing times can only be given ap¬ 
proximately at present." 

CABLE LINES WORKING. 

Earthquake Felt In Washington 
Probably Under the Ocean. 

New York, Oct. 16.—Inquiry among 
all the cable companies to-day failed 
to disclose any interruption of com¬ 
munication in the two Americas. Those 
lines which run through the West In¬ 
dies and Central and South America 
were reported as working smoothly and 
the officials of the companies said that 
none of their offices or those of their 
connecting lines to the south had re¬ 
ported any earthquake disturbance. As 
the field thus covered embraces all of 
the West Indies, all of Central America 
and both coasts of South America It Is 
evident that the quake recorded by 
various slesmographs to-day did not 
occur at any largely populated region 
on the Western hemisphere. It prob¬ 
ably was on under-ocean disturbance.

ELECTION OF OFFICERS HELD. 


By the decisive vote of 430 to 72. the 
delegates and representatives In ses¬ 
sion at the Grand Lodge meeting of the 
Kentucky Masons at the Masonic build¬ 
ing, voted shortly after noon yesterday 
to adopt as an amendment to the Con¬ 
stitution the resolution of James E. 
Wilhelm, of Paducah, prohibiting the 
entrance of any person engaged In tho 
liquor business Into any of the order's 
lodges. It had been predicted that the 
amendment would pass, but It was ex¬ 
pected that a large amount of opposi¬ 
tion would be met with when It came to 
a vote. The small amount of objective 
argument and debate with which the 
measure waes greeted, however, was a 
surprise to everyone at the meeting. 

Aside from the elctlon of officers for 
tho coming year, and the consideration 
of a proposition from the lodge of Odd 
Fellows and Knights of Pythias to pro 
rate the benefits given to the families 
of deceased members who had been 
members of all three orders, the busi¬ 
ness of the day was routine. To-day 
will mark the closing sessions, which 
will be occupied for the most part with 
reports from the Committee on Work 
Done and the* committee which has 
been drafting a new constitution for 
the order. The committee on the re¬ 
vision of the constitution has finished 
its work and will be ready with the 
new draft for Its acceptance or rejec¬ 
tion, either in whole or In part, to-day.

Every Actual Dealer Shut Out, 


The resolution of Mr. Wilhelm, whlcJi 
was made an amendment to the Con¬ 
stitution yesterday, Is not de post 
facto in its nature. It becomes effect¬ 
ive upon all the lodges In Kentucky 
with Its formal incorporation into the 
Constitution to-day. It provides that 
no distiller or saloonkeeper shall be 
admitted to membership In the Grand 
Lodge or any of the lodges of Masons 
In the State. Any man who makes his 
livelihood from the sale of liquor Is In¬ 
cluded In the resolution. A man em¬ 
ployed by a distillery company if not 
engaged In the actual sale of liquor, 
does not come within the scope of the 
amendment.

Effort To Delay Action. 


The accpetance of the resolution as 
an amendment came before the 502 men 
In the report of the Jurisprudence 
Committee along with a number of 
otner matters w’hich had been referred 
to that committee. A motion w'as in¬ 
troduced by those opposing the passing 
of the resolution as an amendment t# 
make it a special order of the day for 
to-day. This motion, with the purpose 
in view of delaying action on the pass¬ 
ing of the amendment until to-day, 
was defeated by an overwhelming 
vote. The demand w*as made that the 
resolution be acted upon before yes¬ 
terday’s adjournment, and It was at 

that time that It was voted through.

Dr D M. Grittiih. president of the as¬ 
sociation, opened the discussion on tnls 
question. He said that rtie teachers in 
Owensboro, his home town, are compelled 
to riand a physical examination before 
the School Board appoints them to their 
positions. This, he said, has resulted in 
much being done for the protection of the 
health of the coming citizens of Owens¬ 
boro. the school children. 

Others Joined in the discussion and 
gave speeffic Instances of teachers In Ken¬ 
tucky being compelled to resign their 
positions on account of tuberculosis. It 
dnrslng the action of those School Board* 
subjected to the danger* of this d.aeaao 
or others and that, therefore, the a-socli- 
tion should do all in It* power to get the 
Legislature to take up the iroUter and 
require a physical examination. In In¬ 
dorsing the action of those school boards 
who huve adopt'd this system, the asso¬ 
ciation called the attention of other school 
board* to this system and recommended 
that they too adopt It.

Preventive Medicine and Sanitation. 

The principal aiddrets of the day was 
delivered yesterday afternoon by Dr. 
Clarence H. Vaugirt. of Richmond, and 
was on “Preventive Mvdlcine and SanitiL- 
tion.” Dr. Vaught In the opening part of 
h;s address referred to the rapid advance 
in the practice of medicine made in tho 
last few years and said that this Ad¬ 
vanced knowledge was due largely to the 

f enius of Kentuckians, among them 
trash ear, of Bard*|own. who was the 
first to perform u hip-joint operation, and 
Dr. Simon Flexner. formerly of Louisville, 
who discovered the serum which, it is 
believed, will relieve humanity flora the 
danger of eerebro-«pimU-menlngit!s. The 
Unproved method of compiling and study¬ 
ing vital statistics, with a better knowl¬ 
edge of diseases, d•'dared Dr. Vaught, is 
the reason why physicians an* now ad¬

How it that a man like Montague 
Holbein, who thought nothing of a 
twenty-four hours' cycle race, and 
whose stamina Is one of the wonders of 
the athletic world, has not been able 
to swim across the little "silver streak” 
—less than twenty miles wide os the 
crow' flies—which separates Dover from 
Capo Oris-Nez? The question natural¬ 
ly arises as one reads of Holbein s 
seventh fTtllure. and the non sJccess 
of other swimmers as plucky, determ¬ 
ined. and skilful as himself, says a 
writer iu London Tit-Bits. 

The answer is to be found mainly in 
the fact thut stamina alone will never 
carry a swimmer across the channel. 
Speed is quite as essential as stamina 
—more so. in fact, so some auLior.ties 
aver—while neither one nor tho other 
Ik any good unless the swimmer has a 
great capacity for defying cold, and di¬ 
gestive organs in perfect condition. 

As an illustration of the important 
part which digestion, and the faculty 
of keeping up bodily warmth while in 
the water, plays in an effort to swim 
the channel, it might be mentioned 
that when Holbein made his fifth at¬ 
tempt In 1904 he wag upset after ten 
houis’ swimming by a violent attack 
of indigestion, while two other swim¬ 
mers—Greasley and Haggerty, who 
started on the same day—were both 
overcome by oold, the first after two 
hours and the second after three-quar¬ 
ters of an hour. 

In his last attempt the illness which 
compelled Holbein to give up after ac¬ 
complishing over twenty miles in sev¬ 
en hours and a quarter was brought 
on. In his own opinion, by taking two 
meals too closely together before start¬ 
ing the swim. He tried to work ofT 
the effects of those two meals by not 
taking any gollds for the first f »ur 
hours of the swim, but apparently his 
digestive organs rebelled against the 
physical strain to which the body w'as 
subjected, and refused to do their work 
properly. 

Cold is one of the Channel swimmer s 
greatest enemiae. It is a well-known 
fact that when the temperature of a 
swimmer’s body Is higher than that of 
the water the beat from the former Is 
oontUnuaily passing to tin* latter. Just 
ns the fire gives some of Its heat to an 
object held In close proximity. A loss 
of heat in this manner accounts for the 
chili and blueness of the incautious 
bather. A* the bodily warmth* Is lost, 
so does the vitality and energy dimin¬ 
ish. thus often bringing about a weak¬ 
ness, at the end of a ten or twelve- 
hours’ swim, even more exhaustive than 
the tiredness which naturally follows 
tho exertion. 

• • • 

Food Doesn’t Help. 

Warm foods, which the average per¬ 
son might think would prevent ex¬ 
cessive coldness, really do little to re¬ 
store the heat of the body In the cose 
of a long swim. The great strain in¬ 
volved checks a man’s powers of a«- 
| BimUattou. and consequently prevents 
him being able to obtain the proper 
amount of nourishment and warmth 
from the food consumed. The result is 
that, unless a man is gifted by nature 
with the ability to keep the body warm 
while swimming, he finds it practically 
impossible to remain in the water long 
enough to cross the Channel, even if 
all other circumstances are favorable. 

Those who contend that speed 1» 
even more essential than stamina when 
an attempt Is being made to cross the 
channel have good grounds for their 
assertion. Holbein failed in his third 
attempt practically through lack of 
speed. On this occasion he started 
from Grls-Nez and covered about fifty 
miles in just oVer twenty-three hours. 
He arrived within one mile of the Eng¬ 
lish coast, and then the current 
changed. "I was too weak to struggle 
against the ebb,” he says, "which car¬ 
ried me away against my will. • • • 

With a little more speed I might have 
arrived before the fatal ebb—and suc¬ 
ceeded. Nevertheless, after this lesson 
l took my style In hand and Increased 
my pace, but. alas, the opportunity lost 
did not come again." , 

The pare with which Holbein got 
through the water during bis recent at¬ 
tempt was a surprise to everybody. He 
and a friend have evolved a new stroke 
which enabled the swimmer to estab¬ 
lish the very fine record of an average 
of two miles an hour across the chan¬ 
nel currents. After such a nerform- 
ance U was extremely disappointing to 
have to give up on account of illness. 
Nevertheless. Holbein is going to keep 
up his training with a view to one 
more attempt next season. That he 
will succeed Is doubtless the wish of 
everyone who admires a plucky Brit¬ 
isher.

ALLEN WILL NOT PROSECUTE 

Stewart For the Murder of Miss 
Nelson.

prosecute Charles Stewart for the mur¬ 
der of Miss Susie Nelson, who died In 
this city yesterday from the effects of 
a pistol shot wound inflicted by Stew¬ 
art several months ago. were removed 
to-day by a statement mode by Com¬ 
monwealth's Attorney John R. Allen.

He said Stew¬ 
art bad befn tried and convicted of 
the charge of shooting with intent to 
kill, and that he a-s Common wealth's 
Attorney would make no effort to have 
Stewart Indicted for murder. 

Miss Nelson was Stewart's niece and 
w-as shot by him because she enter¬ 
tained a caller later than her uncle 
believed proper. The shooting occurred 
Christmas eve of last year.

Transportation 
is not an Importable article, and so 
railroad monopoly is not dependent on 
the tariff Those corporations which 
owo their ability to extort to the tariff 
solely have not been attacked, and there 
is every reason to think that they are 
exceedingly friendly to the Administra¬ 
tion. 

The men how In power may or may 
not attempt to revise the tariff, but 
If they do, It will be a'*merely per¬ 
functory performance. They'are under 
the influence of monopoly interests, and 
will not make such changes as will 
hurt their friends. They ore quite as 
likely to put up rates as to put them 
down, arid experience leads us to the 
expectation that many will be put up. 
To secure real tariff reform we must 
have a change in our legislators.

IN NEW ALBANY. 


Stocked with 1.000 volumes of the David 
W. YundeII library, the Jefferson County 
Medical Library, originated and maintain¬ 
ed by the medical profession of Jeffurson 
county, is now open to the medical pro¬ 
fession. The library Is in room 616 of the 
Atherton building and 1* accessible to any 
practicing physician. 

The movement for such a library was 
started about two years ago. and nn ef¬ 
fort waa made on the part of some of tho 
leading physicians of Louisvllb* and Jef¬ 
ferson county to secure a place for It In 
the Louisville Free Public Library. Ob¬ 
jection to this p.an was raised, however, 
on the ground that If the physicians were 
given the privilege of combining their li¬ 
brary with the Louisville Free Public Li¬ 
brary. and placing their books In the book 
racks of the Louisville Free Public Li¬ 
brary Association, then men of other pro¬ 
fessions might want tho same privilege, 
which would crowd other literature out of 
the book racks. 

While the Llbrarv Committee of the 
Jefferson County Medical Society ho* 
chnrgo of affairs connected with the Jef¬ 
ferson County Medical Library, tho use 
of the library Is by no means limited to 
members of the society. Any physician In 
Ixntlsville or Jefferson county, just so he 
Is in good standing. I» free to use the 
book* fn the library, whether he be a 
membec of the Jefferson County Medical 
Society or not. 

It Is the Intention of the Library Com¬ 
mittee to continually add to the already 
largo stock of books in the library, and 
they belltve that within the next few 
years It will be one of the most complete 
medical libraries Irj the country’ In addi¬ 
tion to the 1,000 volume* of the David W. 
Yordell library, there are at present In 
the Jefferson County Medical Library fifty 
current medical Journals, representing the 
best English, German and American med¬ 
ical Journal*. The library I* kept open 
each day from 10 a. m. to 9 p. m.. except¬ 
ing the hours of 12 to 1 and 6 to 7. No 
permanent librarian has been named us 
vet. but will be one day next week. Tho 
Library Committee hns the naming of the 
permanent librarian.

TALK OF STOCK JOBBING. 


Indianapolis. Ind., Oct. 16.—lSpecial.] 
—Telephone patrons In this city have 
Just passed through a successful fight 
against the Indianapolis Telephone 
Company by standing unitedly against 
any Increase in rates or In the term of 
the franchise, but they have no assur¬ 
ance that they will not be compelled 
to meet the same Issue in the near 
future. Though the company was de¬ 
feated at all points, Its officers, rather 
than have a decision against them 
withdrew their prayer for a new fran¬ 
chise with the statement that thejj 
might ask the Board of Public Work* 
to consider the matter at some future 
time. This Is construed to mean that 
the company is waiting for more favor 
able conditions, but what they expect 
them to bo or when they will arise Is 
not revealed. 

The Indianapolis Telephone Com¬ 
pany was organized In 1898 as a com 
pot!tor of the Bell and came before the 
public with many fair promises as tb 
service and rates. It began busine: 
with 2,000 patrons under a franchli 
that was to run for twenty years. The 
rates fixed in the franchise entitled the 
company to charge $2 per montn for 
independent line service within two 
miles of the exchange and a graduated 
increase over this rate for residences 
at a greater distance. Telephones In 
business houses were to be charged for 
at a rate of $42 a year within the two 
mile limit and proportionate Increase 
for greater distances. It was specified 
that each subscriber should be on an 
independent line and all circuits should 
be made of copper wire. 

*■ 0 e • 

Low Rates Only Inducement. 


The rates thus agreed upon were 
about one-half those charged by the 
Bell company, and the inducement for 
offering the franchise at all was to se¬ 
cure a reduction of rales. Citizens gen¬ 
erally felt that, with reasonable rates, 
one telephone company In a city of this 
size Is sufficient, but the Bell hud en¬ 
tered Indianapolis under the old Coun- 
cllmunic system, its franchise rights 
had been loosely declared ami it was a 
fixture with practically no limit as to 
what it should charge. For many years 
patrons had paid $60 a year for Inde¬ 
pendent line service within the tvvo- 
mlle radius, and they were anxious to 
have the rates reduced. It was certain 
that only the advent of a new company 
could accomplish this and there was a 
rush of patron* to the company which 
w*as offering a lower rate. 

• 09 

Fight For Patronage. 

The Bell company, which had been 
giving a party line service at a cheap¬ 
er rate, met the low rate of the now’ 
company, and both started out with 
energy to acquire new business. Both 
companies added many to their lists of 
subscribers, and within three years the 
new company was serving nearly 6.000 
persons. New exchange buildings were 
erected In different parts of the city 
and the service for four years wnn ex¬ 
ceptionally good. It soon became mani¬ 
fest, however, tWu the service was de¬ 
teriorating. and there were many com¬ 
plaints from (>atrons in all parts of 
the city. These were growing apace 
when St. Louis and Cleveland capital¬ 
ists stepped hito the telephone business 
here and secured a controlling Interest 
In the new company.

Wanted Increased Rate. 


Hardly had the new management 
been Installed when notice was served 
on the patrons that-It would ask the 
Board of Public Works for an exten¬ 
sion of the franchise term and the 
right to Increase the cost of residence 
telephones from $24 to $30 a year, and 
business telephones from $42 to $60. 
Patrons were flooded with literature 
promising an Improved service If the 
company’s request were granted, and a 
formal petition was filed with the 
Board of Public Works. In order, as 
they supposed, to Inspire public confl¬ 
uence in their promises, Harry New 
was placed in complete control, the St. 
Louts and Cleveland owners being for 
the tifne completely in the background. 
When the reouest for an extended 
franchise and an increase in charges 
came before the board it was supposed 1 
to have the force of the local men 
back of it, thus putting them in the 
position of asking for the larger grants. 

• • • 

Made Poor PurposelyP 

The petition was attacked from all 
sides by ixetrtr'K of the company, and 
public meetings were held throughout 
the city to protest against the increases 
demanded. The service was poor, and 
many believed that it had been made 
pur*'o.-,eiy poor in order to give color 
to the promise to improve it If the 
franchise term was extended and prices 
increased. The representatives of the 
company appeared before the board 
and made an argument in support of 
the petition: They claimed that the 
plant had been allowed to run down 
under the former management, and 
that It would be Impossible to raise 
money on the plant when the franchise 
term was so short: that the expense 
of operating telephone exchanges in¬ 
creases greatly and d ^proportionally 
with the increase of subscribers, and. 
while it was possible to make money 
when there were but 2,000 patrons, It 
was impossible to make anything w hen 
the number of patrons had increased 
to 6,000. In other words, Lhe larger 
the exchange the greater cost per pa¬ 
tron to run it.

SWAMPED THE BANK. 

Too Many Watered Telephone Securi- 
ties. 

The Oregon Trust and Savings Bank, 
of Portland. Ore., failed recently, and ac¬ 
cording to the “Portland Oregonian." the 
failure Is due to “heavy Investment In 
bonds o< the Omaha and Tacoma Inde¬ 
pendent Telephone Companies, which 
bonds were bought in large quantities by 
the bank at $95, their par value being 
$100.“ 

Each bond carried wim it a bonus to 
the bank of $100 In stock. The bank 
then attempted to dispose of the t>onds at 
par to Its purchasers, giving $50 worth 
of stock as a bonus. This left the bank 
with $50 worth of stock on each sale of 
$100 of bonds. It appears, however, that 
the public was slow to buy these secur¬ 
ities. so they congested in the hands of 
the bank, and as they could not be con¬ 
verted Into cash or other quick asset, fail¬ 
ure of tl>o bank resulted. 

As a rule, bankers do not seem to un¬ 
derstand the difference between a well- 
eonstructel telephone plant wuh a proper 
development of subscribers at proper 
rates and an improperly constructed plant 
without an established business on a 
profitable basis, but they often loan 
money on the showing made by those 
operating the property without knowing 
whether the rates are adequate, whether 
sufficient expenditure is made upon the 
plant to maintain it at a proper standard 
or whether a proper charge is made for 
depreciation. 

United States Directors Sued. 


According to Rochester. N. Y.. news¬ 
papers. suits have been brought against 
tho directors of the United tftates Inde¬ 
pendent Telephone Company by the Bond¬ 
holders’ Protective Association of that 
company. The complaint alleges that the 
statements, prospectus, etc., setting out 
the assets of the company issued by the 
directors, and upon which many of the 
bonds wore sold, were misleading and 
misrepresented the real condition: that, 
within the last year, the value of thfe 
bonds have decreased from $750 to $50. 
and that the stock of the company has 
declined from $50 per share to nothing. 
No interest has been paid on the bonds 
since April, 1906. 

The United States Is the company that 
took over the Stromberg Carlson Manu¬ 
facturing Company, and undertook to 
finance the independent plant, at Salt 
Lake City as well as assist In financing 
and operating Indianapolis. Rochester and 
several other smaller plants. 

The rates of tne subordinate properties 
were too low, so the oustneas of the Unit¬ 
ed States Company did not Justify the 
large output of securities, and with the 
usual result of this sort of financing the 
eoncer i has been bumping over the rocks 
for about a year.—[Wisconsin Telephone 
News.

w. W. Davies, chairman of tho Board of 
Public Safety, yesterday addressed a loi¬ 
ter to Fred Foreht. chalrn^m of the Dem 
ocralic City Campaign Committee- in 
which he called upon Mr. Foreht and 
the committee to furnish to the Board of 
Public Safety the names of any and all 
members of the Police and Fire Depart¬ 
ments who are taking an undue interest 
lin politics. Mr. Davies, in his letter, re¬ 
ferred to the published assertion of the 
Democratic Campaign Committee that 
they had been advised that many mem¬ 
bers of the police force of the city were 
doing oil they could against the Demo¬ 
cratic ticket. He slates In hie letter that 
the Board of Public Safety has done 
everything Jn Us power to divorce the 
police and fireman from potltics, and that 
tf Mr. Foreht or anyone else can ahow 
where any policeman or fireman has “In 
any way. shape, manner or form,” en 
gaged In political activities for or against 
any party or candidate, tho Board of 
Public Safety will inflict upon him the 
penalties of the law. 

When seen last night. Mr. Foreht said 
he had not yet received Mr. Davlee let¬ 
ter. He was made conversant with its 
contents, however, and said that when 
he did receive it he would take the mat¬ 
ter up with the other members of the 
Democratic Campaign Committee.

Text of Mr. Davies* Letter. 


Mr Davies’ letter, in full, follows: 

Louisville. Ky.. Oct. 16. 1907.-Mr. Fred 
Foreht, Chairman Democratic Campaign 
Committeev City.—Dear Sir: The mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Public Safety have 
noticed in to-day’s issue of the Courier- 
Journal on page 4 a statement to the ef¬ 
fect that the Democratic Campaign Com¬ 
mittee held a meeting yesterday and that 
they w*»re advised that many members of 
the police force of this city were doing 
all they coukl against the Democratic 
ticket. The article stated that It was 
brought to the attention of the commit¬ 
tee that policemen were working for one 
of the candidates for Mayor without be¬ 
ing Interfered with, but that they were 
hauled up on charges before tho Board 
of Public Safety If they worked for the 
other candidate for Mayor. The article 
referred to Btates that a Special Com¬ 
mittee was appointed to look Into these 
matters and to prosecute any members 
of the police force that were found tak¬ 
ing active Interest against the Democrats.

In any way, violated 
our order. We also request you and your 
committee to fhrnlsh us with all possible 
evidence to sustain any charges of inter¬ 
ference in politics In behalf of any party 
or any candidate by members of the po¬ 
lice force or F.re Department. We shall 
tak*' great pleasure in assisting any com¬ 
mittee or subcommittee In ferreting nut 
such offenders, no matter who they may 
bo and no matter for what candidate or 
what party they may have acted. 

It is your duty and the duty of your 
committee, as tho board sees It. to bring 
to our attention Any and all violations 
of our order of July 22. 1907. and of the 
rules and regulations governing this sub¬ 
ject. You and your committed are ear¬ 
nestly assured that the Board of Public 
Safety will Inflict the penalties of the 
law upon any policeman or fireman who 
In any way, shape, manner or form have 
engaged In political activities for or 
against any party or candidate Yours 
very truly.
